When wf say of a man that he 
is another Mark Tapley, or of 
another that he is a chronic gram- 
bler, we do not mean that. he has 
pondered and judged’ and deliber- 
ately chosen to be one. or the other. 
We’ mean that he has yielded to a 
stream of suggestions flowing one 
way. No man” orjginates.- All 
that he ever did or does was a con- 
sequence of suggestion. .A man 
who can form the habit of repeat- 
ing, at the beginning of every 
waking day, ‘‘Life’s a joke and 
I'm jolly happy,” will be 5 Mark 
Tapley; and the petty annoyances 
that inflame the grievances of the 
other sort of man will s away 
from him like water off a duck’s 
back. ‘The man who bas succumb- 
ed to the suggestion ‘of discontent 
wil] see~nothing good. He wili 
see Mark Tapley’s cheerful face and 
will- say, ‘‘ Grinning idiot.” So 
strong is ‘the influence of mind 
on matter,’ the influence of sug- 
gestion, that a man can increase 
or-diminish the. pains due to some 
physical cause: For the pain is 
mental.

What 
really happens is that the man who 
suggests to himself, “ This tooth- 
ache is not reaHy so. unbearable,” 
is garbling the neural message from, 
the tooth to, the brain..
